Tue Times Correspondent at Constantinople speculates in an interesting manner on the 
probability of the present war exceeding, in destructive effect, all that have e before it. 
In the wars of the French Republic and Empire, 6,000,000 men were lost in Europe. The 
Turkish Empire is sup to have lost 130,000 men since the declaration of war in 
the autumn of 1853, e French have lost in the East 70,000 men, dead or invalided ; 
the British 28,000. Austria has lost considerable, though not at war. Altogether the 
allies appear to have lost 230,000 men. The loss of the Russians is stated at 230,000, but 
this number is supposed to be below the truth. With the mortality on board the ships of 
war, and transports, and among the labourers of different kinds attached to the armies, 
the round sum of from 500,000 to 600,000 dead or invalided men is arrived at, and all this 
without such bloody battles or gigantic contests as marked the wars of the French Empire. 

Tue Mosmow Trave.— The Southern Californian says: “ A new feature in the busi- 
ness of Los Angeles henceforth, will be the trade to Salt Lake City, already commenced 
through the energy and enterprise of our citizens. ‘It has been demonstrated that mer- 
chandise can be taken through this route to that point in much less time than from Mis- 
souri, and now thatthe hostility of the Indian tribes scattered along the route from the 
States, has presented insuperable obstacles in the way of a safe transmission of merchan- 
dise, attention has been turned to the Pacific, and as there is no difficulty in obtaining every 
variety of goods, on as reasonable terms as can be found in the east, there is no reason 
why the entire trade of the Great Basin should not hereafter pass through our hands. 
Already have several invoices of goods left this point within the last few weeks, amount- 
ing to thousands of dollars. Messrs Hopkins & Rollings, of San Bernardino, started last 
week with several wagon loads, and Messrs. Alexander & Banning, ahd W. T. B. Sandford 
will send off in a few days an invoice of $20,000. The to Salt Lake, since the 
repairs made under Col. Steptoe, is completely free from obstacles, and no difficulty is 
experienced in taking loaded wagons through in about twenty-five days. These movements 
are significant of the future importance of the business relations destined to bind us in 
interest to the immense territory occupied by our Mormon brethren.”—San Francisco 
Herald, May 1.
